Claim 1 . (currently amended) A wallpaper d isolav system for d i sp l aying oamp le s of 
wa ll papor , comprising: 

(a) a display stand having a frame and at least one panel secured to the 
frame, the at least one panel having a front surface; 

(b) a plurality of wallpaper display samples affixed to the front surface of 
the at least one panel in a pre-selected pattern , wherein each of the 
display samples comprises a piece of wallpaper having a front surface with 
a selected appearance and texture, and wherein the pattern is selected to 
expose all of the front surface of each of the display samples for disolav : 

(c) a plurality of pre-cut wallpaper take home samples , wherein each of the 
take home samples is correlated wit h one of the display samples, wherein 
the take home samples are sized to be substantially smaller than the 
display samples; and 

(d) a plurality of containers sized and shaped for removably holding a 
supply of the take home samples, wherein each of the containers is 
secured to the at least one panel in fiiorrt of a pre-selected portion of one of 

^ the display samples so as to e xpos e t hat a significant portion of each of 

the display sample s remains exposed for visual and tactile examination. 

Claim 2. (original) The display system of claim 1 , wherein the front surface is 
generally vertically extending. 

Claim 3. (original) The display system of claim 1, wherein the significant portion of 
the display sample comprises at least fifty percent of the display sample. 

Claim 4. (original) The display system of claim 1, wherein the at least one panel 
comprises securing means for removably securing the panel to said frame. 

Claim 5. (original) The display system of claim 1 , wherein said containers are 
composed of a transparent material. 

Claim 6. (previously presented) The display system of claim 1, wherein said at 
least one panel comprises a plurality of transversely extending panels, the panels 
having generally vertically extending front surfaces. 

Claim 7. (original) The display system of claim 1, wherein the pattern is selected to 
arrange said wallpaper display samples in a grid comprised of columns and rows 
and wherein each wallpaper display sample has a dominant color. 

Claim 8. (original) The display system of claim 7, wherein each wallpaper display 
sample has a dominant color and wherein the pattern is selected so that the 
dominant color of each wallpaper display sample in a given column or row 
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corresponds generally to a visible color band on a natural rainbow, each of said 
cofumns or rows representing a single such color band. 

Claim 9. (original) The display system of claim 8, wherein each wallpaper display 
sample has a shade and wherein the pattern is selected to arrange the samples in 
progressively darker shades in a given column or row. 

Claim 1 0. (originaO The display system of claim 1 , wherein each of the wallpaper 
display samples has a dominant color and a shade, and wherein the pattern is 
selected to organize the wallpaper display samples according to said dominant color 
and said shade. 

Claim 11. (withdrawn) The display system of claim 1 , wherein 

(a) the at least one panel comprises at least eight panels; 

(b) the frame is free standing and comprises four upstanding members 
arranged at approximately ninety-degree intervals about a vertically 
extending notional central axis, each of said upstanding members 
projecting outwardly from said notional central axis, and; 

(c) each of said upstanding members has at least two sets of mounting 
members for receiving said at least eight panels In a configuration 
wherein at least two panels are mounted on each upstanding member in 
a substantially oppositely faced configuration. 

Claim 12, (original) The display system of claim 1, further comprising a sample book. 

Claim 13. (original) The display system of claim 1. further comprising a plurality of 
order forms. 

Claim 14. (original) The display system of claim 1, further comprising a plurality of 
brochures, and a holder attached to the frame for holding the brochures. 

Claims 16-20 (cancelled) 

Claim 21. (currently amended) A walloaper display system for d i sp l aying samplop of 
wallpaper , comprising: 

(a) a display stand having a frame and at least one panel secured to the 
frame, the at least one panel having a front surface; 

(b) a plurality of wallpaper display samples affixed for display to the front 
surface of the at least one panel in a pre-selected oattern such that 
substantially all of each of the display samples is exposed for displav : 

(c) a plurality of pre-cut wallpaper take home samples wherein each of the 
take home samples is correlated with one of t he display samples; and 

(d) a plurality of containers sized and shaped for removably holding a 
supply of the take home samples, wherein each of the containers is 
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secured to the frame in close proximity to one of the display samples s o as 
to visually associat e the suppIv of take home samples therein oaoh of tho 
oontain e rs - w ith on e of t he display sampleG r correlated therewith, the 
supp l y of tak e homo oamplo o containers being sized and located so as to 
e xpQoo t hat a t least a significant portion of each of the display samples 
remains exposed for visual and tactile examination. 

Claim 22. (previously presented) The display system of claim 21, wherein the front 
surface is generally vertically extending. 

Claim 23. (previously presented) The display system of claim 21. wherein the 
pattern is selected to arrange said wallpaper display samples in a grid of columns 
and rows. 

Claim 24. (withdrawn) The display system of claim 21, wherein the frame Is free 
standing and comprises four upstanding members arranged at approximately ninety- 
degree intervals about a vertically extending notional central axis, each of said 
upstanding members projecting outwardly from said notional central axis, each of 
said upstanding members having at least two substantially oppositely faced display 
surfaces for displaying the wallpaper display samples. 

Claim 25. (previously presented) The display system of daim 21 , wherein the take 
home samples are sized to be substantially smaller than the display samples. 

Claim 26. (currently amended) A walloaoer d isplay system for displaying samp l oc of 
wallpapor, comprising: 

(a) a display stand having a frame with a vertically extending mounting 
surface; 

(b) a plurality of wallpaper display samples affixed to the mounting surface 
in a pre-selected pattern; 

(c>a plurality of pre-cut wall paper take home samples correlated with the 
display samples; and 

(d) a plurality of oontain e FG -containina devices s ized and shaped for 
removably holding a supply of the take home samples, wherein the 
Gonta i n e rs ^ "CQntainin Q devices a re mounted onto the frame awd- nso as to 
present the take home samples in a aenerallv vertically extending fashioji, 
each of the contai ning devices being located proximate to one of the 
display s amples so as to vis ualiy a ssociate e ash - of th e contain e rs with on e 
of tho plura l ity of wa ll pap e r d i splay samploo the supply of take home 
samples contained t herein with the display samples correlated.therewith . 
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
